Berlin, Aug. Ul.—-(Associated
Press Correspondence. )—Considering
the comparatvely limited extent of
the operatlons, the fighting in  the
Argonnes Forest from June 20 to July
14, in which the Crown FPrince's army
succeeded  In owresting  from the
French a number of highly important
positions burring the way to a slege
of Yerdun, tukes rank for flercencss
with any battles of the great war.
Mueh of the fighting was hand-to-
hand, and in the main atiuck, on
June S0y, the Germans advanced to
the charge with their rifles slung
ovir (helr shoulders, carrying gre-
nades in thelr right hands and small
steel shields In their loft, and wear-
ing respirators to protect t.emselves
agulnst polscnous fumnmes.

Even the uficial communique writer
was thrilled by it. Describing one of
these charges, he wrote:

“The charge begins. Not with fix-
ed bayonets, as In peace-time traln-
ing, do the storming columns dash
forward. Instead almost every man
tins his rifle slung over his should-
er, & number of hand grenades in his
right hand, on his left arm, like a
Gurman of old, a buckler theugh of
steel and not of bearskin, and over
hls mouth and nose a respirator for
protection against fumes trom the
French bomba, "™

By taking advantage of the charac-
ter of the ground, the French had suc-
ceeded in September in driving a
wedge into the German lines between

| the troops at the west and those at

the cast end of the forest. The French

the French positlons by the artillery.
The three main lines of French
trenches were all taken. A small
detachment of German troops reach-
ed a point so deep In e enemy's
lines that it was cut off and caplur-
ed, Beveral counter-attacks of the
French were rpulsed, an dnight came
with the Germans in possession of
all but a small plece of one French
position. Beven French officers and
627 men were taken prisoners. The
booty included six machine-guns, fif-
teen mine-throwers and mpre than
1,000 rifles,

From June 2ist to 29th the French
made almost dally attempts to re-
gain thelr lost trenches. THe Ger-
man official report accusses them of
employing a burning fluid. On June
30th the main German assault set
in, after a terrible artillery bombard-
ment. Prisoners taken from the
trenches after the storm, according
to the report, were in a condition bor-
dering an insanity. A great part of
the French trenches was utterly de-
mollshed by the bombardment, The
blockhouses were filled with = baeir

‘dead, supplies or grenades and bymbs

were exploded by the artillery fire,
and -bomhprqor.u were smashed in on
tieir occupants. Despite this, cae
French held their trenches wheres<tr
it was humanly possible. The report
speaks in high terms of their bray-
ery.
